In 1851 a cattle man named Frank 
Rechter, a German, came into Washoe 
Valley, which was then settled by 
Mormons, rented or took possession of 
a log cabin on the present site of 
Franktown, built a corral and became 
u permanent settler. For about two 
years Frank was the sole occupant of 
Franktown, but in 1853 a man namen 
J. H. Rose came into the valley aad 


= 549 | bought out Rechter, who emigrated 0 


Empire City, then a trading pos’, 
where he died in the closing ye2ta oi 
the fities. In 1854 Dick Sides, a well- 
koown Nevada fixture and landmark, 
came to the then ILiliputian towa, 
bought the property owned by Rose, 
and be-ame the sole owner of the town 
site and a monarch in his way. The 
advent of Dick seemed to give life to 
that locality, and it was not long be- 
fore cabins were being bui't here and 
there, and the birth of Frank oun 
took place. Among those who became 
the founders of the place are wary 
names familiar to old Nevadéens. 
Hank Arbuckle, George Seiiz, Fied 
Ent, Jim White, Jud Bates, Ned Sites, 
Lavi Fisk, Wm. Thompson, Tom and 


Jesse Atwell, Lon Cornell, Bob Rob- 
bins and Emory Grammar were in 
reality the men who lad the founda- 
tion of the town, that in e er years 
became the Mecca of Nevada pioneers.

THE TOLL ROAD. 

In September, 1860, Ed. Seitz and 
Levi Fish, being convirced that the 
new born town bad a bright futu >, 


conceived the idea of building a toll 
road from Carson i> Franktown, and 
imwediately commenced operations. 
By way of divergence the town wes 
named ater rank Rechter, the ovig'- 
nal Jozator. This work occupied about 
thiri.y days’ time and was a paying 
enten u se, and its proprietors weve 
mak pg money band over fist unt aa 
event pappened that caused tvem to 
eell out, Billy Thompson and Jack 
Fed becoming the purchasers. The 
Ophir mill bad just started up and the 
bullion was ‘transported from the mill 
to Carson in express or bullion wag- 
ons. These wagons made th ee and 
sometimes four trips a week, Cacrying 
in the neighborhood of $50,000, and a 
combination was formed in Carson for 
the purpose of robbing the bullion 
wagoo. The parties involved in this 
scheme came to the toll house and 
tried to bul Seitz and Fisk to join 
them inthe work. Find'ng that per- 
suasion would not do they thea threa‘- 
eaed their lives, and under this threat 
Fisk gave way and s znified his wil- 
lingness to join in the undertaking. 
Seitz was made of sterner stuff and de- 
clined to have anything to do with the 
matter, and informed the avtorities oi 
what was going on, but uniortunatoly 
the Sheriff of Ormsby county, Black- 
burn, aerwards killed by Mayfie'd, 
was implicated in the proposed rob- 
bery, and of course the were 
—— and the robbery ed. 
ish, one of the road owners, dri‘ted 
away, but Seitz, imbned with the idea 
that the town was bound to grow, in- 
vested his money in mere ise and 
ta- ted the first store in Franktown. 
Beos Seitz sold out the toll read, 
however, he was at work beh 'nd the 
oar one day, no one being around the 
place but himself, when a shadow was 
cat upon the threshold-of the door, 
ard a gangling, verdant-looking indi- 
vidual entered the room, carrying a 
shoemaker'’s kit. He was awkward as 
a steo-ladder, but honesty was stam pec 
in his young countenance. Without 
any unnecessary preliminary convei- 
sation he thus accosted Seit: I'm 
broke, am on my way to Franktown 
and would like to stay all night.

“The operation was to be done three days 
after the consultation that sealed my fate. 
How I lived through those three days I can 
not tell. I wondered if I would have the 
courage to face the ordeal coolly. I had 
never before thought myselfacoward. 1 
passed through twelve battles during the 
late war and never shrank from danger. 
But oh! a surgical operation, with all its 
calm and detailed preparation—all its awful 
chances—is quite another thing. Toget on 
a table, lie down and take ether, with the 
knowledge that you are about to have the 
most delicate organ of your body carved out — 
that, indeed, calls for courage. Like the 
man about to be hanged, I felt anxious to 
have it over — and was greatly afraid I 
should lose all my grit at the last moment 
and make a show of myself. Still, there 
was one comfort—I shpuld feel no pain; 
and my nerves felt much strengthened by 
the reflection, when I compared the surgical 
operation of the present day with that of 
fifty years ago, when it would have taken 
six strong mien to hold me while my eye 
was being literally gouged out and I was 
writhing in agony, conscious of it all. 

„At last the day of the operation arrived. 
I lay down on the operating table, and the 
surgeon placed the ether cone over my 
mouth and nostrils. I wok a long, deep in- 
spiration of the ether. It was cold and 
tasted good, tingling slightly as it entered 
my lungs, and causing a peculiarly delight- 
ful thrill to pass overme. After taking a 
few more breaths I began to feel in a half 
visionary state. I thought I was in a ball 
room filled with the gayest company and 
was tripping the fantastic to some dreamy 
waltz with the fairest of the fair. Then 
could not resist singing. Noticing tne dow 


to the situation. 

“ *Doctor,’ I said, ‘this is delightful — 
splendid!’ Just then something seemed to 
crack inside my head. I could see sparks 
of fire flying all about me. Every object in 
the room was ina whirl.

The op- 
eration was unattended witha single un- 
favorable result, uuu we putient awaits 
only the time when the wounds shail be per- 
fectly healed tu Ee put into
